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Feature  of  Issue:     UNITED  STATES  AOHICULTUPJiL  IKCPORTS 

THE  5'IAXSZED  SUPPLY  SITUATION 

The  flaxooed  supply  available  for  use  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere 
between  September  1  and  the  new  Ari^entins  harvest  season  appears  to  be 
no  IcTKcr  and  possibly  Binaller  than  last  year,  ujiloss  Russia  puts  a  much 
larger  supply  on  the  market.  .  The  new  flaxseed  year  opened  in  the  north- 
ern Be^.iisphere  with  a  aeorease  in  -croduction  reported  to  date,  decreasea 
conmercial  stocks  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  an  apparently 
smaller  balance  of  old  crop  remaining  in  India.     Tlie  decrease  in  supply 
in  these  countries  as  compared  v/ith  last  year  more  than  offsets  the  in- 
dicated increase  in  stockr,  of  old  crop  still  available  for  export  in 
A.rr3-entixia.     This  small  supply  has  reacted  to  stren::then  prices  and  al- 
though at  the  boginninf-;  of'  Septenber  they  were  below  the  corresponding 
prices  last  year,   especially  in  the  United  States,  by  the  fourth  week  of 
the  movith  the  price  at  Minneapolis  as  well  as  Buenos  Aires  and  Winnipeg 
was  within  a  few  cents  of  last  year's  level.

Y^beat  production  iu  1928 

Tiie  1923  wheat  production  as  reported  by  31  countries  is  3,232,139,000 
bushels  a£-ainst  2,983,190,000  bushels  in  1927,  \"ihen  they  represented  about  85 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  outside  of  Russia  .and  China.     The  first 
official  estimate  of  production  in  i'rance  is  277,669,000  bushels  against 
276,128,000  bushels  in  1927  and  231,767,000  bushels  In  1926.     The  quality  of 
this  year's  crop  is  good,  according  to  trade  som-ces,  the  average  natural 
weight  being  reported  at  nearly  50  pounds  per -bushel  as  conpared  with  only  55 
pounds  per  bushel  in  1927.     See  table,  page  617. 

Foreign  crop  conditions 
Europe '  ■         ■         .      .  , 

Heavy  rains  'vhich  T/ere  beneficial  to  fall  seeding  fell  over  most  of 
EuTope  during  the  early  part  of  the  week  ended  October  4,  according  to  a 
cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from 
Ainerican  Agricultural  GoiTM-nissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.     The  week  closed 
clear  with  below  normal  temperatures.    The  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  in 
Holland  improved  during  the  period  August  20  to  September  21,  according  to 
official  reports,  but  is  belo?/  the  condition  as  of  September  22,  1927.  llo 
significant  increase  is  expected  in  the  area  so'^vn  to  fall  grains  in  Russia. 
The  condition  of  the  crops  Vv'as  ■;'.enerally  satisfactory  the  rnidale  of  Septem- 
ber, but  the  continued  lack  of  rain  in  the  Steppes  regions  ana  also  in 
parts  of  North  Caucasus  rand  South  I'irraine  has  dela,yed  fall  sor.'ingB  in  those 
regions.    Elsewhere  in  Ukraine  conditions  are  satisfactory.    Abundant  rains 
fell  over  western  and  central  Russia  during  the  week  ended  October  4,  but 
little  rain  fell  in  the  south. 

FeJ-1  sowing  in  the  Steppe  districts  of  sov<-thcrn  Ukraine,  a  winter 
wheat  region,  was  delayed  just  as  d^aring  the  last  season  by  lack  of  rain  in 
the  second  half  of  August  and  beginning  of  September,  according  to  "Economic 
Life"  of  September  19,  1928.    Notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  weather  con- 
ditions, thoso  farmers  who  had  the  seed  proceeded  with  sowing.  Difficulties 
are  being  experienced  in  distribution  of  seed  to  the  farmers,  notwithstand- 
ing the  importance  this  year  of  efficient  performance  of  this  work.  Shox-t- 
s-ge  of  feed  resulting  from,  the  drought  in  a  number  of  districts  affected  v.n- 
favorably  the  draft  cattle  a-nd  therefore  the  field  work.    Y/eather  conditions 
in  northern  and  central  sections  of  lUrrraine  during  the  period,  as'  distin- 
guished from  the  sou^thern  sections,  were  favorable  for  agriculture.    A  re- 
port from  the  district  of '  Volyn  in  northwestern  llcraine,  dated  September  17, 
speaks  of  "most  favorable"  weather  for  sowing  and  a  suppj.y  of  sued  exceeding 
the  need  of  the  farmers.     This  is  a  predominantly  T/inter  rye  section,  but 
there  is  a  tendency  this  season  ;:o  increase  the  winter  wheat  area. 
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Southern  Ploroi sphere 

T>ie  temperatiii~e  in  both  the  northern  and  southern  wheat  districts  . 
of  Argentina  averaged  exactly  normal  darinr  the  week  ended  October  1,  ac- 
cording; to  reports  recoivod  by  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau.  During 
Scptembor  and  October  the  tenipera.ture  usua.lly  is  of  more  sir^nif icance  in 
the  development  of  the  v;heat  than  is  rainfall.    Rainfall  v/as  rather  heavy 
in  the  north,  where  the  total  v'eekly  fall  "'as  1.1  inches,  or  0.5  inch  above 
normal.     In  the  southern  districts  the  weekly  total  was  0.2  inch,  or  0.3 
inch  below  norma^l.     In  Aui^tralia  conditions  continue  favorable  in  West 
Australia,  an  important  '.'.-lieat  jcrov/ing  region.     Val'-iablc  rains  \iere  reported 
during  the  week  in  South  Australia  and  Victoria,  where  drou^^ht  had  pre- 
vailed,    Coi'ditions  are  critical  in  Q,aeensland,  but  who3t  production  is  less 
important  there,  amoTmtin£;  to  less  than  4, 000, 000 'bushels  last  year. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

Sxports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  United  States  from  July  1  to 
September  29  were  41,374,000  bushels  a^^ainst  80,254,000  bushels  d^.u-ing  the 
s.H]T,e  period  last  year.    The  export  of  4,716,000  bushels  during  the  week 
ended  September  2'j  was  below  the  exports  of  the  previous  week  and  also  be- 
low the  exxjorts  for  the  correspondinj^,  weak  last  year. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  store  in  the  T/estern  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on 
September  28  were  61,155,000  bushels  against  32,227,000  o-'ishcls  the  pre- 
vious week  and  16,934,000  bushels  on  Scpteraber  30,   1927.    The  new  crop  is 
reachiri^i;  the  elevators  in  record  amounts.     The  receipts  at  couaitry  ele- 
vators during  the  week  ended  September  21  were  46,4;;)7,0C0  bushels,  or  about 
11,000,000  bushels  more  than  the  total  receipts  during  September,  1927 . . 
Receipts  at  Fort  lilliam-Fort  Arthur  darin^;  the  week  ended  S'^pt'vmber  23 
were  15,855,000  bushels  against  6,896,000  bushels  a  year  ago.  Shipments 
daring  the  week  were  10,633,000  bushels  a_-ainst  3,206,000  bushels  a  year 
ago.    Receipts  at  Vancouver  and  Prince  Rupert  were  1,414,000  bushels  and 
shipments  wore  97,000  bushels. 

Euxjo;pean_grain  m.arket  conditions 

European  grain  markets  reported  a,  rather  lar/^c  business  except  in 
the  Danubian  co\mtries  during  the  weeic  ended  October  2,  according  to  a 
cable  tc  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  B'cjreau  of  Agricultural  Sconomics  from 
American  Agricultural  Comrriissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin,    Paraers'  of- 
fers, however,  were  small.     Sorie  Yugoslavian  wheat  was  reported  sold  to 
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Bessarabia  and  German  vsfheat  to  Italy,  France  and  England.     The  price  of 
wheat  at  Hamburg  rose  two  cents  during  the  week  and  on  October  5  was  $1.38 
per  bushel.     The  price  of  ryo  at  Berlin  rose  1  cent  to  $1.26. 

Grain  xorocurerrients  in  Crimea,  Siberia  a.nd  the  Lower  Volga  were  In- 
creasing at  the  end  of  September  and  had  passed  the  amount  planned  for  the 
month,  end  wore  also  above  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Steere. 
Procurements  in  Llrraine  ^.re  much  below  the  plans  and  in  North  Caucasus  con- 
sist chiefly  of  oilseeds.     The  Central  Statistical  Bureau  now  estimates 
that  the  total  production  of  cereals  is  5,600,000  short  tons  above  last 
year,  whereas  early  in  July  they  had  estimated  a  total  crop  about  8,000,000 
short  tons  above  1927.     Tl'iis  increase  over  last  year,  according  to  other 
reports,   is  in  feed  grains  rather  tha.n  bread  grains.     Sliipments  of  grain 
from  procuring  points  are  not  proceeding  sufficiently  rapidly.     Only  59.2 
per  cent  of  the  grain  prcci:.red  during  the  first  half  of  September  v/as 
shipped,  according  to  s,  report  of  the  central  grain  cooperative  organiza- 
tion published  in  "Economic  Life".     Sliortage  of  bagging  is  also  reported. 
Friction  in  the  procuring  work  between  the  state  procuring  organization 
and  cooperatives  seems  to  be  continuing  in  many  places. 

Ja-panese  wheat  market  situation 

The  milling  industry  in  Japan  was  somewhat  slack  during  the  latter 
part  of  September  and  the  first  of  October,  due  mainly  to  the  seasonal  de- 
crease in  the  domestic  demand,  according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  Kemper  at 
Tok;yo,     The  export  demand  for  flour  was  good-,  however,  and  exports  during 
August  were  519,000  bags  of  50  pounds  against  547,000  bags  during  July. 
The  domestic  flo^j-r  market  ;vas  vi/eak  and  the  price  cf  standard  flour  on  Oc- 
tober 1  was  $1.60  per  bag  against  $1.53  on  September  1  and  Augast  1.  The 
price  of  United  States  western  white.  No.  2  v.tieat ,  at  mills  in  Japan  on 
October  1  was  quoted  at  an  equivalent  of  $1.55  against  $1.59  on  September 
1  and  $1.71  on  August  1.     Canadian  No.  5  was  $1.40  on  October  1,  or  4  cents 
below  the  price  of  September  1.    Australian  wheat  was  $1.67  against  $1.65 
on  September  1. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

Th.e  trend  of  cash  wheat  pi' ices  continued  upward  during  the  week 
ended  September  28.     The  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and 
grades  of  vmeat  at  the  six  primary  Kiarkets  advanced  3  cents  to  $1*11  per 
bushel  as  com.pared  with  $1.27  a  year  ago.    No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas 
City  advanced  three  cents  to  $1.10  per  bushel.  No.  1  dark  northern  spring 
at  Minneaxjolis  advanced  four  cents  to  $1.30,  or  only  six  centa  less  than 
a  year  ago;  No.  2  amber  d-uxum  at  Minneapolis  advanced  two  cents  to  $1.09, 
and  No.  2  soft  ired  winter  at  St.  Louis  advanced  three  cents  to  $1.48  as 
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coiT)';ared  ;vith  ^51.43  per  IiusupI  a  ypar  ago.  The  price  of  western  vjhite 
wheat  at  Seattle  advanced  approxiiaately  one  cent  to  $1.17  T>er  "bushel  as 
indicated  "by  an  average  of  cash  quotations.  Cas'n  prices  at  the  various 
mar"k:ets  have  not  c'r.anged  natcrially  since  September  28.  Th-  spread  be- 
tween the  GO-sh  closing  prices  at  Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  narrowed  three 
cents  during  the  week  and  was  six  cents  in  favor  of  MinnoaTjolis  as  com- 
pared v/itli  a  spread  of  only  one  cent  a  year  ago.

The  total  1928  production  of  barley  in  30  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  last  year  raised  almost  79  i^er  cent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  harvest, 
now  stands  at  1,356,101,000  bushels,- an  increase  of  17.7  per  csnt  over  the 
1927  production.     In  the  United  States  and  Canada  the  crops  are  the  largest 
on  record,   the  combined  production  being  about  36  per  cent  above  the'  large 
harvests  of  last  year.     The  first  official  -estimate  of  the  barley  crop  in 
France*,  rrhich  was  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  the  table,   is  53,094,000 
bushels,  an  increase  of  5.5  per  cent  over  lest  year's  harvest,  and  the  larg- 
^eiit  crop  on  record  since  1891.     The  21  European  countries  so  far  reported

The  price  of  ITo.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  for  the  week  ended  Septeir- 
ber  28  dropped  1  cent  from  the  preceding  week  to  41  cents  per  bushel.  This 
was  8  cents  below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.

Corn  production  for  the  7  coimtrles  so  far  reported,  which'  last  year 
raised  83  per  cent  of  the  northern  Hemisphere  totsl.'now  stands  at  3,157,067,000 
bushels,  4.6  per  cent  more  than  for  the  same  coiintrios  in  1927.     The  increase, 
however,  is  all  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.     The  5  European  countries 
reported  show  a  production  8  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year,  and  it  is 
believed  that  later  figures  will  iTiatori'-.lly  reduce  the  present  estimates  of 
the  corn  crops  there.     For  detailed  tables  on  corn  acreage  and  production,  see

The  final  estimate  of  the  1327-23  corn  crop  in  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  is  reported  to  be  38,514,003  bushels,  an  increase  of  5.2  per  cent 
over  that  of  the  preceding  :/ea,r.     Since  45,000,000  bushels  or  less  is 
ordinarily  sufficient  for  home  requirements,  the  exportable  surplus  from 
this  crop  would  be  upwards  of  25,000,000  bushels. 

Total  net  exports  of  corn  from  the  principal  surplus  producing 
countries,   the  United  States,   th-e  Danubian  countries,  Argentina,  and  the 
Union  of  South  ivfric^.,  from  iTovevber  1  to  the  lo.tost  dates  available,  stand 
at  299,075,000  bushels  compared  with  349,929,000  bushels  for  the  corre- 
sponding periods  of  the  preceding  year.     United  States  exports  since  IToveni- 
ber  1  have  been  19,431,000  bushels,  almost  10  per  cent  above  those  of  the 
preceding  year,  v/hile  the  Ai'gentine  experts  of  245,621,000  bushels  have 
been  17  per  cent  below  those  of  the  past  season.

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In  Denmark  a  report  dated  September  19  stated  that  prices  there  had 
declined  considerably  for.  white  Africoji  and  es-oecially  for  La  Plata  corn, 
due  to  the  prosx^ects  of  a  large  grain  crop  et  home.     The  Argentine  ex- 
porters are  said  to  be  storing  their  corn,  as  they  e;cpect  a  better  market 
later  on. 

Durin;^  the  7/eek  from  September  24  to  October  1,  United  States  corn 
prices  decreased  slightly,  then  dropiDed  several  cents,  the  quotations  for 
Eo.  3  jelloy;  corn  at  Ghicrgo  on  the  latter  date  averaging  93.4  cents,  per 
bushel.     During  the  same  week  Argentine  corn  prices  as  cabled  from  Buenos 
Aires  advanced  steadily  from  87  3/8  cents  to  91  cents  a  bushel,  thus  de- 
creasing the  spread  between  the  United  States  and  the  Argentine  prices 
from  more  than  S  1/2  cents  to  less  than  2  l/2  cents  a  bushel.     On  October  1 
last  year  the  rio.  3  yollov/  corn  at  Ciiicago  vas  quoted  at  92.7  cents,  and  the

SUGAR 

The  1923-29  European  beet  sugar  crop  will  fall  slightly  below  that 
of  1927-28  according  to  estimates  made  by  E.  0.  Licht  of  Magdeburg,  and 
Dr.  Gustav  Mikusch  of  Vienna.     Licht  in  xiis  September  estimate  reports  a 
crop  for  all  Europe,  including  Russia,  of  8,606,000  short  tons,  which  is 
2  per  cent  below  his  estimate  of  8,778,000  short  tons  for  1927-28,  while 
Mikusch 's  Au,^u3t  estimate  was  for  a  crop  of  8,797,000,  or  0,2  per  cent 
belo-.v  bit-,  estimate  for  1927-28.     Practically  the  same  ratio  is  maintained 
in  the  total  for  Europe  excluding  Russia.     Estimates  for  the  individual 
countries  ch-^'ck  quite  d.^sely  vdth  each  other  or  show  a  similar  trend  as 
compared  with  1927-28  with  the  exception  of  Germany,  Vihere  Licht  shows  a 
crop  3.0  per  cent  belor  that  of  last  year,  vhile  Mikusch 's  estimate  is  1.8 
per  cont  above  1927-28.     Anong  other  sugar  exporting  cO'intrien,  decreases 
are  reported  for  Csechoslov.'kia  and  Belgium,  while  increases  over  1927-28 
occur  in  ITetherlands  and    oland.    For  estimates  for  the  individu^j,!  coun- 
tries, see  page  623. 

Representatives  of  the  sugar  industry  in  Czschoslov-^kia,  Germany, 
and  Pol.and  luet  in  Berlin  September  22  and  decided  to  cancel  the  Inter- 
nation,-.l  Sugar  Conference  '<vhich  was  to  have  m.et  in  October,  according  to 
a  ti'o-dc  report.     Th.is  conference  w^.s  called  in  o-ccord?aicc  with  pirns  ma,de 
at  a  conference  held  at  ATisterdpm  in  November  1927  relative  to  the  con- 
trolling of  export  shipment  of  sugar  from  comitries  whic}j  are  m.embers  of 
the  international  sut^-.r  congress.     (See  I'Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  Feb- 
ruaxy  6,  1928,  page  156.)    At  this  meeting  Java  sugar  interests  did  not 
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agree  to  crop  restriction,  and,  since  present  indications  are  that  Cuba 
may  decide  oo  remove  si-igar  restriction,  the  European  countries  have  de- 
cided that  each  country  is  to  act  independently  as  to  its  sugar  interests. 

The  severe  drought  during  July  and  August  has  severely  damaged  the 
Rtimanian  sugar  "beet  crop,  according  to  a  report  from  Assistant  Trade  Com- 
missioner L.  J.  Cochrane  at  B-acharest.    Early  prospects  were  for  a  crop 
larger  than  that  of  1927  when,  according  to  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture,  1,204,000  short  tons  of  "beets  were  produced.    Mr.  Cochrane 
states  that  as  a  result  of  the  drought  the  1928-29  sugar  production  is  not 
expected  to  total  more  th-:n  132,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  154,000 
short  tons  produced  in  1927-28.     This  nmount,  however,  will  "be  sufficient 
for  loco,l  conG"umption,  and  with  last  year's  carryover,  which  is  said  to 
total  55,000  short  tons,  will  leave  a  considerable  surplus  for  export. 


TOBACCO 

The  tobacco  crop  of  Essex  County,  Ontario,  Canada,  suffered  heavy 
damage  from  a  white  frost,  according  to  a  Canadian  newspaper  report  of 
September  27,  1928.    Esfjex  County  is  one  of  the  most  important  tobacco 
growing  districts  of  Canada,'  comprising  in  192S,  14,050  acres,  or  42  per 
cent  of  the  total  Canadian  area  planted  to  tobacco,  33,356  acres.    ITo  fig- 
ures for  1927  and  1928  are  available,  but  reports  point  to  a  reduction  of 
acreage  in  Ontario  this  year,  which  probably  has  affected  Essex  Cotmty. 
See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  Vol".  17,  llo.  14,  October  1,  1928,  page 
525.     The  county  cgric-ultural  representative  estimated  that  between  10  and 
15  per  cent  of  the  whole  tobacco  crop  is  a  complete  loss.     This  percentage 
v/ill  probably  be  higher  fro  the  flue-cured  crop,  the  highest  priced  type, 
states  the  report.     In  1926,  5,S97  acres  v/ere  planted  to.  flue-cured  to- 
bacco in  Essex  County,  6,505  acres  to  Burley,  and  1,858  acres  to  Green 
River.    Harvesting  of  the  flue-cured  type  has  been  homporod  this  year  by 
lack  of  kiln  space  and  an  unusu-.l  qu.antity  was  still  standing  in  the 
fields  at  the  time  of  the  frost.    Fortunately  the  cutting  season  opened 
early  this  year  and  harvesting  has  been  going  on  for  the  past  month. 


RICE 

The  192&  production  of  cleaned  rice  in  Japan  is  estimated  at 
19,257,137,000  pounds,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International 
Institute  of  ^:igriculture  at  Rome.     This  estimate  is  1.3  per  cent  below 
the  1927  estimate  of  19,509,276,000  pounds,  but  5.7  per  cent  above  the 
1922-1927  average  of  18,221,131,000  pounds.     The  abnormal  rains  of  summer 
ho-d  caused  some  apprehension  for  the  crop,  and  according  to  previous 
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repor'ss  it  was  not  expected  tc  exceed  the  past  five-  year  avera,--e,  but  woa- 
ther  conditioriG  were  reported  as  lieiiig,  more  favorable  the  latter  -part  of 
September.    iLice  prices  v/hich  iiad  been  rising  are  now  more  stabi  lized.

Imports  of  live  cattle,  miitton  and  prepared  meats 
were  also  larger  than  in  1926-27.      Total  wool  imports  during  1927-23 
reached  248,033,000  poianrls  as  against  271,128,000  potxnds  during  the  fiscal 
year  1927,  a  decline  of  almost  9  per  cent  in  quantity  and  5  per  cent  in 
value.     Imports  of  combing  ana  clothing  wool  decreased  aboi^t  17  per  cent, 
but  imports  of  carpet  wool  weie  sligntly  larger  than  in  1926-27.     We  re- 
ceived only  about  ane- third  as  much  mohair  in  1927-28  as  during  the  pre- 
ceding season. 

Dairy  products  and  eggs 

Butter  imports  were  lower  than  at  any  time  during  the  last  9  years. 
During  the  year  ended  June  30,  for/Sign  countries  sent  us  7n, 423, 000  pounds 
of  cheese.    While  these  were  vjidor  the  imports  for  1926-27,  thej'-  were  high- 
er than  for  any  other  preceding  year.    All  kinds  of  eggs  and  egg  products 
registered  declines,  the  most  outstanding  being  the  decline  in  imports  of 
frozen  eggs,     China  supplies  at  least  90  yer  cent  of  the  dried  and  frozen 
eggs  received  from  abroad. 


Grains 


Wheat  imports  during  1927-28  am.ountod  to  15,706,000  bushels,  about 
the  same  a,s  in  1925-26,  but  2,465,000  bushels  less  then  the  preceding  year. 
A  large  x^art  of  this  is  Canadian  grain  which  is  milled  in  bend  and  shipped 
out  ax  domestic  exports.     The  United  States  impoi'ted  5,4r3,000  bushels  of 
corn  in  1927-28,  appi''3ximately  five  tim.es  as  mich  as  during  the  fiscal  year 
1927,  and  m.ore  than  for  any  year  since  1921,     Most  of  the  imported  corn 
comes  from  Argentina,    Rice  imports  continued  to  decline. 
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Eruits,  nuts  and  ve/-e tables 

Ac  a  result  of  the  short 'crop  in  California,  vre  imported  twice  as. 
many  lemons  dn  1927-26  as  in  1926-27,  or  almost  96,8C4,0rC  pcunds.  The 
qiiantity  of  bananas  received  from  overseas,  countries  was  12  per  cent 
greater  in  1927-28  than  a  year  ago,  amounting  to' 64,029 ,000  b^jr.ohes  as 
against  57,102,000  bonches  last  season.     Central  America  and  the  West 
Indies  are  our  principal  sources  of  suijply.     Imports'  of  grapefmit  fell,, 
off  decidedly,  as  did  imports  of  currants,  f igs dates' and  raisins.  More 
peanuts  were  imported  in  1927-23  than  at  -any  . time  Since  1925,  unshelled 
nuts  showing; a  gain  of  9,088,000  pounds'- and  shelled  an  increase  of 
7,932,000  pounds  -over  a  year  ago.     About ^'90  per  cent  of  these  imports 
come^from  China.     Imports  of  almonds  and 'filberts  also  were  larger  than 
in  1926-27,  but  wa'nuts,  pecans,  Brazil  nuts  and  chestnuts  all  showed 
marked  declines. 

The  United  States  imported  157,921,000  po-ands  of  dried  beans,  in 
1327-28,  or  more  tnan  twice  as  many    as  in  1926-27,  but  imports  of  dried' 
peas  declined  from  130,967,000  pounds  a  year  ago  to  79,761,000  pounis 
during  the  last  fiscal  year,  a.  decrease  of  38  per  cent.    Potatoes  dropped 
from  6,549,000  bushels  in  1926^27  to      803,000"'buGhels  in  1927-28.  Im- 
ports of  fresh  tomatoes  declined,  but  there  was  some  increase  in  the  im- 
ports^of  other  fresh  vegetables.     Canned  tomatoes  imported  amounted  to 
103,750,0(^0  pcijuids,  or  an  increase  of  30  per  cent  over  1926-27. 

Vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds 

As  a  result  '^f  a  heavier  domestic  crop.',  imports  of  flaxseed  dropped 
from  24,224,000  bushels  in  1926-27  to  18,112,000  bushels  during  the  fiscal 
year  1928,  or  a.  decrease  of  25  per  cent.     Argentina  supplied  89  per  cent 
of  these  imports.     Imports  of  copra  varied  little  from  those  of  last  year 
but  imports  of  coconut,  Chinese  wood,  sesame  and  soy-bean  oil^.^  all  regis- 
tered decided  recessions  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.     Imports  t>f 
V^lm  (-il  were  69  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1926-27,  while  imports  , of  palm 
kernel  ril  reached  56, 021  ,000  pounds ,  or  5  times  as  rfiaoh  as  a  year  ago. 

Sugar 

With  one  exception,  1924,  the  quantity  of  sugar  imported  was  less 
than  at  any  time  since  192;^:,  amounting  to  4,044,000  short  tons,  which  wad 
377,000  tons  less  than  a  year  ago,  a  decrease  of  almost  9  per  cent  in 
quantity  with  about  the  saiTie  decline  in  value.     Cuba  suppliew  at  lea.st  35 
per  cent  of  the  suga.r  imported  int  )  this  country,  most  of  which,  comes  in 
as  raw  sugar,   entering  trirough  the  ports  of  Ifew  York, Philadelphia  and 
ITcw  Orleans.  ■      ,     ,  ., 

Hides  and  r.kins 

In  1927-28  total  imports  of  foreign  hides  and  skins  reached 
552,435,000  pounds  as  compared  r/ith  368,876,000  pounds  a  year  ago.  This 
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was  an  increase  in  q^iantity  of  44  per  cent  with  a  corresponding  increase  in 
value  of  54  per  cent.    Purchases  of  foreign  wet  salted  cattle  hides  in-, 
creased  93  per  cent  over  1926-27  being  heavier  than  at  any  time  since  1923, 
and  constituting  the  outstanding  feature  of  our  total  hide  imports.    About  50 
per  cent  of  our  wet  cattle  hides  come  from  Argentina  and  approximately  20  per 
sent  from  Canada.     Dry  cattle  hides  also  were  imported  in  larger ■ volume  than 
a  year  ago,  increasing  from  11,287,000  pounds  in  1926-27  to  26,451,000 
pounds  for  the  year  just  closed.     Colombia  supplies  about  one-third  of  these 
imported  dry  cattle  hides  and  Argentina,  Venezuela  and  Uruguay  furnish  us 
with  another  third  cf  our  imports.    All  other  hides  and  skins  record  an  in- 
crease over  the  imports  last  year. 

Raw  silk,  rubber  and  coffee 

Raw  silk  imports  amounted  tc  75,851,000  pounds  in  1927-28  with  a 
value  of  $375,861,000  as  compared  with  73,402,000  po-unds  valued  at 
$412,487,000  in  1926-27,  a  gain  of  mere  than  3  per  cent  in  volume,  but  a 
decline  of  9  per  cent  in  value.     In  1927-28  United  States  imports  of  crude 
rubber  amounted  to  926,037,000  pounds  with  a  value  of  S305 ,759 , 000,  a  de- 
crease in  volijme  of  4  per  cent  as  compared  with  a  year  ago  and  a  decline 
in  value  of  17  per  cent.     This  was  a  decline  only  in  comparison  with  the 
record  figure  of  last  year,  as  with  that  exception  imports  of  crude  rubber 
were  the  highest  in  history.     During  1927-28,  United  States  im.ports  of 
coffee  exceeded  all  previous  records,  amounting  to  1,535,393,000  pounds 
valued  at  $297,838,000,  siu-paesing  last  year's  imports  Isy  90,157,000  . 
pounds, -or  a  gain  of  a  littlfe  over  6  per  cent.     The  United  States  imported 
10 ss  tea  this  year  than  last,  but  took  more  cacao  beans.

Agricultural  commodities  recei\Bd  from'Fortc  RicOt 
are  about  3  times  as  great  as  our  shipments  to  that  island,  amounting  to
